NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 1st January, 1996 

S.O. 15(E).—Whereas the Central Government 
in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(2) of section 27 of the Insecticides Act, 1968 
(46 of 1968) published an order for declaring its 
intention to prohibit the manufacture and use of 
Benzene Hexachloride in the country vide the noti¬ 
fication of the Government of India, Ministry of 
Agriculture (Department of Agriculture and Co¬ 
operation) No. S.O. 506(E), dated the 8th June, 
1995and invited objections or suggestions from 
all persons likely to be affected thereby, till the 
expiry of the period of forty-five days from the 
date on which the copies of the Gazette of India in 
which the notification was published were made 
available to the public. 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to the public on 3rd July, 1995; 

And whereas the suggestions and objections re¬ 
ceived from the public within the said period of 


Forty five days have been duly considered by the 
Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise 01 the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (2) of section 27 of the said 
Act, the Central Government hereby passes the 
following orders, namely:— 

(i) The manufacture and use of Benzene Haxa- 

chloride shall be phased out progressi¬ 
vely and the production of its technical 
grade material]formulations by the exis¬ 
ting manufacturers reduced to the extent 
of 50 per cent by 31st March, 1996 and 
totally banned by 31st March, 1997; and 
the certificate of Registration in respect 
of Benzene Hexachloride issued to various 
firms |pcrsons shall be deemed to have 
been cancelled w.e.f. 1st April, 1997. 
Meanwhile, ban on grant of new regis¬ 
tration [manufacturing licences for pro- 
duction[formn1ation of Benzene Hexa¬ 
chloride shall continue. 

(ii) The manufacturing licences issued to 

various registrants of Benzene Hexachlo- 
ridc for setting up of Benzene Hexa¬ 
chloride manufacturing units (both tech¬ 
nical and formulation) shall be cancelled 
in respect of those firms [persons which 
are yet to create facilities for manufac¬ 
ture of Benzene Hexachloride formula¬ 
tions. 

(iii) The Certificate of registration in respect of 

Benzene Hexachloride shall be deemed 
to have lapsed in respect of those regis¬ 
trants who are yet to obtain manufac¬ 
turing licences. 

(iv) The State Governments shall take such 
steps as it may deem fit for carrying 
into execution of these orders in that 
State.
